The Open Court Publishing Co., Chica¬ 
go, will publish next month a curious volume 
by Dr. Paul Carus, entitled “ The History of 
the Devil and the Idea of Evil, from the ear¬ 
liest time to the present day.”

Beginning with pre-historic Devil-worship 
and the adoration of demon gods and monster 
divinities, he surveys the beliefs of the Sum- 
mero-Accadians, the Persians, the Jews, the 
Brahmans, the Buddhists, the early Chris¬ 
tians, and the Teutonic nations. He then 
passes to the demonology of the Middle Ages, 
the Reformation, and modern times, discuss¬ 
ing the Inquisition, witchcraft, and the his¬ 
tory of the Devil in verse and fable. The 
philosophical treatment of the subject is com¬ 
paratively brief, but the salient points arc 
clearly indicated in every connection. The 
311 illustrations in black and tint, will aid 
considerably the reader’s comprehension. 

D. Appleton & Co. have just ready William 
E. Barton’s new novel of life in Kentucky and 
in the Tennessee mountains, entitled “ Pine 
Knot.” Dr. Barton was born in Sublette, Ind., 
and studied at Berea College, spending much 
time, during his youth, in travelling through 
the mountain regions where the scenes of his 
two novels are laid, making himself intimately 
acquainted with the life, customs, and legends 
of the mountaineers. He is a prominent fig¬ 
ure in the congregational body, being at pres¬ 
ent pastor of the Shawmut Avenue Church in 
Boston. It was here that he wrote “A Hero in 
Homespun.” Ilis new novel deals with con¬ 
ditions among the mountaineers just before 
and during the early years of the Civil War. 
They have also just ready in Appleton’s Toivn 
and Country Library , a story of the west, by 
Mary E. Stickney, entitled “ Brown of Lost 
River.;” and a book on “The Law in Its Rela¬ 
tions to Physicians,” by Arthur N. Taylor, of 
the New York Bar, whose object it is to place 
within the reach of every physician a syste¬ 
matic treatment of those questions of law with 
which lie is most frequently confronted in his 
practice as a physician.

THE NET SYSTEM IN ENGLAND. 

The English Publishers' Association, in 
addition to its creditable collective exhibit at 
the Paris Exposition, sets example to the 
publishing trade in this country in another 
and more important matter. It has actually 
achieved what the American book trade has 
been vainly endeavoring since 1876 to ac¬ 
complish—the rehabilitation of the retail book 
trade by an improvement in the method of dis¬ 
counts. Since the organization of the Ameri¬ 
can Book Trade Association at Put-In Bay 
and Niagara Falls, many half-hearted endeav¬ 
ors have been made in this direction, but 
usually with such lack of comprehensiveness 
or of foresight as made each movement in turn 
ineffective.. The demoralization in the Eng¬ 
lish book trade had been perhaps even more 
general than in the American, for the “ thrip- 
pence in the shilling” had not even to be asked 
for, but was given without the asking. 

Until within a few years English publish¬ 
ers, aside from incidental personal acquaint¬ 
ance, had very little to do with each other, 
and co-operative action was practically un¬ 
known. A few years have changed all that, 
and the English Publishers’ Association is 
now a model of effective business co-opera¬ 
tion. This organization and its results owe 


much to the effective work on the part of a 
few men, as Mr. Murray, Mr. Longman, Mr. 
R. B. Marston, Mr. Frederick Macmillan, 
and Mr. Heinemann. To Mr. Frederick 
Macmillan in especial, as the pioneer and 
apostle of this new movement, the English 
trade is especially indebted. The ball indeed 
was set rolling by him in 1890 in the letter 
which he printed in the London Bookseller, 
on March 6th of that year, carefully present¬ 
ing the facts and the proposed remedy, a 
communication which called out the vigorous 
animadversion at the time of Mr. G. W. 
Smalley. The progress of events and the 
success of the movement have abundantly 
justified Mr. Macmillan’s position, and those 
who are interested in a similar reform in 
America should read with care his letter re¬ 
printed in The Publishers' Weekly of April 
6, 1890. 

English books are now published either as 
net books, or as books to be sold in the old 
way. On net books 1-6 discount is allowed, 
and it is the agreement throughout the job¬ 
bing and retail trade that they shall be sold 
only at that price. Most net books carry a 
frank statement to that effect on the paper 
cover. If a bookseller fails to maintain the 
retail price on a net book, he is debarred 
from further purchase of net books, but his 
relations are not changed to ordinary books. 
This has proved a very useful feature in the 
transition from the old system to the new. 
The new method meets with the hearty ap¬ 
proval of the English trade, and there is only 
one known exception to it in the case of a 
local dealer in London who is still endeavor¬ 
ing to retail net books below publishing price, 
allowing a discount of 10 per cent. It is im¬ 
probable that he will continue to be able to 
obtain books. 

Net books now include some notably cheap 
books and a large range of other classes of 
books. The Dent books, in particular, are 
excellent examples of the first class, and 
Mr. Dent’s enterprises have furnished one 
of the most important bridges by which it 
has been possible to cross from one system 
to another. These most attractive little vol¬ 
umes have given the public so much more 
than they formerly received for their money 
that buyers have been gladly willing to pay 
higher prices for them. But while these 
tasteful little books have afforded one of 
the best popular arguments for the new sys¬ 
tem,'great progress has been made in the 
other direction. The Macmillan house, which 
has grown to one of the most important posi¬ 
tions of leadership in the English trade, has 
put books of very wide range, both as to 
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character and price, on the net basis, and no 
less than 836 of its publications were at last 
accounts on the net list. 

If the American trade are to follow suc¬ 
cessfully the example of their English breth¬ 
ren the same large foresight will be neces¬ 
sary in working out plans. The public must 
in the first place be thought of, and books on 
the net basis must be put at such a price that 
the public will see that they are getting more, 
rather than less, for their money, than before. 
That is, the net price should be at least as 
low as the present ruling price, discount off. 
This change in the retail price is rendered 
more necessary by the very large percentage 
now paid certain popular authors, based as it 
is on the nominal retail, and not on the actual 
selling price of the book. The department 
stores, also, as well as the retail book stores 
proper, are to be considered; but the fact that 
on many lines of goods they have been per¬ 
fectly willing to maintain a real net price is 
evidence that they would not be unwilling to 
co-operate in a proper movement as to books. 
The time is ripe for a movement in line with 
the English reform, and if the reform is 
wisely handled it should at last be successful. 


Summer is not over before fall work must 
commence, and we have already in prepara¬ 
tion our Fall Announcement Number. It has 
been our desire in revising our bibliographic 
system to make every possible improvement 
as well in the Announcement List as in other 
bibliographic features. The one-alphabet 
list of announcements has been received by 
the trade with general commendation; but 
there seems question whether it is worth 
while to duplicate these entries in. the clas¬ 
sified list which was also made a feature of 
our Spring Announcement Number. Unless, 
therefore, we find that this classified list has 
been of distinct value to the retail trade—in 
which case we shall hope to have word at 
once from retail booksellers to that effect— 
we propose not to repeat in the Fall An¬ 
nouncement Number the classified portion of 
the list. 


THE APPLETON REORGANIZATION 
PLAN DECLARED EFFECTIVE. 

The Reorganization Committee of D. Ap¬ 
pleton & Co., James G. Cannon, chairman, 
announces that a large majority of the cred¬ 
itors having deposited their claims with the 
Metropolitan Trust Company, the plan of re¬ 
organization is declared effective. Claims 
not yet deposited will be accepted up to and 
including August 14, after which date they 
will only be received upon such terms as may 
be fixea by the committee. 


HENRY HOLT & CO.’S TEXT-BOOKS 
RESTORED. 

The text-books of Henry Holt & Co., 
which were banished from the New York 
schools when John J. Little was President of 
the Board of Education, have been restored 
to favor since Mr. Little resigned. The ex¬ 
clusion in the first instance was understood 
to have been the result of an article in the 
Educational Review, which is published by 
Henry Holt & Co. and edited by Prof. Nicho¬ 
las Murray Butler, in which Mr. Little con¬ 
sidered himself referred to as “ that fine old 
educational mastodon.” Henry Holt, Charles 
Holt, and Professor Butler were indicted 
for criminal libel, but the indictments were 
dismissed. 

Miles M. O’Brien, the present President of 
the Board of Education, according to an As¬ 
sociated Press despatch is reported to have 
said that the use of the Holt text-books was 
resumed in the ordinary routine of business. 
“ The firm submitted a number of their 
books, and they were referred to various 
superintendents and principals for examina¬ 
tion. Such as were approved were accepted; 
that is all there is to it. I have nothing to 
say about any controversy which Mr. Little 
may or may not have had with the Holts. 
Mr. Little is a very honorable, high-minded 
man, as all who are acquainted with him 
know.” 

Mr. Henry Holt in a communication to the 
New York Times dated July 11, in which he 
refers to “ some very natural inaccuracies ” in 
its note regarding the relations of his firm to 
the Little libel suit, says: “ I want to call 
attention to the anachronism and injustice of 
the present law of libel. 

“You say: ‘Henry Holt & Co., in their 
publication, The Educational Review, edited 
by Prof. Nicholas Murray Butler, had re¬ 
ferred to ex-President Little of the School 
Board as that “fine old educational mastodon,” 
and named him and several other members 
of the board as held together ‘ by the cohe¬ 
sive power of public plunder.’ 

“ Now, the facts are that nobody was so 
named, and so far from our having ‘ referred 
to’ Mr. Little, no member of the firm of 
Henry Holt & Co. even knew of the existence 
of the article in question before Mr. Little 
called our attention to it some time after it 
was printed. 

“This illustrates the absurdity and unjust 
anachronism of the present law of libel. The 
law arose probably before the invention of 
printing, and certainly before publishers 
ceased to do their printing with their -qwn 
hands, and long before they ceased to do 
their own proof-reading. Consequently, when 
the law was evolved, a publisher could fairly 
be presumed to know what he was publishing. 
Now the presumption is the other way; it is 
impossible for a considerable publisher to 
know a tithe of what he publishes, and cer¬ 
tainly the burden of proof should be on any 
one assuming a publisher to be even con¬ 
scious of a libel published by him. Contrast 
this entirely reasonable proposition with Mr* 
Gardiner’s securing an indictment even with¬ 
out giving us an opportunity to prove an in¬ 
nocence which common sense now presumes. 
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and which the law presumes, so far as I 
know, regarding every other crime. 

“ In the face of so important a public mat¬ 
ter as this, I feel like apologizing for allud¬ 
ing further to merely personal points in your 
article, but perhaps one justifies. You say: 
‘ Mr. Little wrote a letter of expostulation 
to the firm, which did not result in a retrac¬ 
tion.’ This, too, is inaccurate. We wrote 
him not only disclaiming all previous know¬ 
ledge of the article, but also saying: ‘We 
take pleasure in adding that we never be¬ 
lieved the cohesive power of public plunder 
to be among your motives, and we do not 
think that the-article in The Review, neces¬ 
sarily carries the implication that its writer 
did.’ The first sentence of this disclaimer he 
quoted in his speech persuading the Board of 
Education to reject our books, saying: ‘So 
far as I am individually concerned, this 
charge has been withdrawn.’ 

“ Yet in spite of these disclaimers, one of 
which he later quoted as sufficient, the pres¬ 
ent antiquated law of libel and the present 
methods of administering justice in New 
York enabled Mr. Little (whether it justified 
him or not) to have us associated with the 
editor in the indictment, and the indictment 
was procured not only despite these disclaim¬ 
ers, but despite the fact that several days be¬ 
fore Mr. Little’s appearance before the Grand 
Jury, we sent him the proof of an editorial 
paragraph that was to appear in the forth¬ 
coming Educational Review, which stated: 
‘ Mr. Little’s integrity has never been ques¬ 
tioned to our knowledge—certainly not by 
us.’ This, we believe, was before the editor 
knew of the Judge’s opinion in Mr. Little’s 
receivership case. 

“ In the recent proceedings regarding Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Gardiner, he denied ever hav¬ 
ing seen this disclaimer, and Mr. Little, when 
under oath to tell the Grand Jurv ‘ the whole 
truth ’ made no allusion to it. He has pub¬ 
licly said, or has been quoted as saying, (I for¬ 
get which,) that he considered the disclaimer 
as aggravating the original offense, but that 
was a matter of his individual opinion, and 
the Grand Jury certainly had a right to form 
theirs. Whatever was Mr. Little’s opinion, 
he thought this disclaimer worth quoting in 
addition to ours in the speech above alluded 
to, as additional evidence that the charge had 
4 been withdrawn.’ ” 


SALE OF HARPER & BROTHERS’ 
PLANT. 

Formal notice has been issued by Referee 
Hamilton <t)dell that the foreclosure sale of 
the property of Harper & Brothers will be 
held at hi Broadway, New York, on August 
9. The property includes th’e real estate be¬ 
longing to the firm on Franklin Square and 
Cliff Street, as well as the machinery, stock, 
copyrights, and good will. • Inasmuch as the 
order of the sale provides that the entire 
property shall be sold as one parcel, the trans¬ 
action may be considered simply as the 
necessary formal step to enable the reorganiza¬ 
tion committee to take legal possession of the 
business and to get it out of the receiver’s 
hands. 

According to the Evening Post, a represen¬ 


tative of the house, who in the absence of 
Colonel Harvey, spoke for the firm, is re¬ 
ported to have said that the firm has “ al¬ 
ready made enough money in the past six 
months to make the future of the company 
sure. Harper's Weekly has within thirty 
days increased its sales by 26,000 copies. 
The other periodicals are doing well. The 
sales of books for the past six months have 
increased over 20 per cent. A large lot of 
new machinery has been put in, and the es¬ 
tablishment is being electrically equipped. 
Contracts for books have been made with 
Kipling, Hall Caine. Mary E. Wilkins, Booth 
Tarkington, Winston Churchill, Henry James, 
I. Zangwill, Sarah Grand, Mrs. Humphry 
Ward, and, indeed, with nearly every author 
of prominence at home and abroad. Every¬ 
thing is provided for in the sale except a few 
small debts, amounting, in the aggregate, to 
a few thousand dollars, which can be raised 
in a few minutes. The cash is all ready for 
the new enterprise as soon as the sale is 
perfected, and the company is ready to take 
possession.” 


THE CHICAGO BOOK FAIR. 

The Palmer House, Chicago, from the 5th 
to the 15th inst., was a busy centre for book 
men. The representatives of nearly forty 
large publishing houses made a fine display of 
forthcoming books, and the attendance was 
large enough to justify the verdict that the 
Book Fair, as this annual gathering of the 
publishing trade has by common consent 
come to be termed, was a success.

On July 18 the Association held its first 
annual meeting at the rooms of the Merchants’ 
Association in Norfolk, the following firms 
being represented: J. P. Bell Company, iof 
Lynchburg; Bell, Dance & Co. and Thomas H.

H. M. Starke, the father of the 
Virginia Booksellers’ Association, while now 
working in another field, is in heart still with 
us—would that he could always be with us in 
person. Colonel Bidgood, the representative 
of the highest ideal of a bookseller, forced to 
change his calling, still loves us and deeply 
regrets that he could not remain with us. 
West, dear old “Monty” W.est, .wno fias sev¬ 
ered his connection with the book business, 
we shall ever miss his sincere Fellowship. W. 
L. Bilisoly, our efficient second secretary and 
treasurer, a good bookseller and a true friend, 
has left the ranks of the book trade, so has 
Crump. Hume, our first vice-president, has 
been called home. Yet, while our loss in 
membership has been considerable, we are 
undismayed and shall continue the work with 
all our strength. If we earnestly try we shall 
succeed in materially helping each other to 
that success to which our faithful work 
entitles us. 

During the past ten years we have met once 
a twelvemonth, have considered our troubles, 
enjoyed our blessings, helped and encouraged 
each other, and then parted with lighter hearts 
—being drawn together by the desire to pro¬ 
mote good fellowship. 

I will not take up your time in dwelling on 
the results of our work. That much good has 
been accomplished you know; that much more 
can be accomplished I need not point out. 
During the year past your Executive Com¬ 
mittee has had no meeting, as nothing oc¬ 
curred to call for their action. Our very effi¬ 
cient secretary, Mr. J. O. Boatwright, has 
been able to attend to all the business of the 
Association without our assistance. 

I hope each member will try to interest 
others in our work. I think the time has 
come when we may take courage—the near 
future gives promise of brighter prospects. 
We have important work ahead to prepare for 
the next State adoption of school books. 

Many matters pertaining to the book trade 
were discussed and plans were outlined to 
push the interest of each member during the 
ensuing year. Having in view the adoption of 
text books in Virginia in 1902, the Executive 
Committee was instructed to meet in January 
next to decide on a plan of campaign for the 
Association.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Dr. John Ashhurst, Jr., one of the best- 
known surgeons in the United States, died at 
Philadelphia July 7. He was born in Phila¬ 
delphia, August 23, 1839. He served through¬ 
out the Civil War as an assistant surgeon and 
later became connected with various hospitals 
in Philadelphia. In 1877 Dr. Ashhurst became 
Professor of Clinical Surgery in the Univers¬ 
ity of Pennsylvania, and in 1888 he became 
John Rhea Barton Professor of Surgery. His 
best known publications are “ Injuries of the 
Spine,” and “ Principles and Practice of Sur¬ 
gery.” He edited Erichsen’s “ Science and 
Art of Surgery,” the “ International Encyclo¬ 
paedia of Surgery,” and Lippincott’s “ New 
Medical Dictionary.” His pamphlet contribu¬ 
tions were numerous, and secured for him a 
national reputation. 

Henry Barnard, the well-known educator, 
died at his home in Hartford, Conn., July 5. 
Dr. Barnard was born in Hartford, January 
24, iSir. In 1826 he entered Yale. After 
he was graduated he took up the study of law 
and was admitted to the bar in 1835. But he 
did not practice. Fie went abroad for two 
years, making a tour of England, Scotland. 
France, and Switzerland on foot, studying the 
social, political, and municipal conditions of 
the people. From 1837 to 1840 he sat in the 
Connecticut Legislature, where he became a 
conspicuous advocate of reforms in prisons, 
asylums, and common schools. He effected a 
reorganization of the public school system of 
his own and other states, introducing school- 
houses of improved construction, high schools, 
teachers’ institutes, normal academies, and 
new methods of instruction. From 1838 to 
1842 he was Secretary of the Board of School 
Commissioners in Connecticut; from 1843 to 
1849 School Commissioner of Rhode Island; 
from 1850 to T854 Superintendent of the Con¬ 
necticut State Schools; from 1857 to 1859 
President of the University 6f Wisconsin; in 
1865 and 1866 President of St. John’s College, 
in Annapolis, and from 1867 to 1870 United 
States Commissioner of Education. In 1855 
Dr. Barnard began the publication of The 
American Educational Journal. In 1886 he 
announced a collected edition of his works 
under the title “ The American Library of 
Schools and Education,” in fifty-two volumes, 
comprising over 800 individual treatises, each 
of which was also published separately. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

Hall Caine’s forthcoming story is not to 
be called “ The Roman.” but “ The Eternal 
City.” It will be published in England in 
The Toady’s Magazine, a new periodical which 
C. A. Pearson will bring out in January next, 
and in this country in The New Magazine to 
be published in the fall by R. H. Russell. 

Winston Spencer Churchill, whose re¬ 
cent book on the Boer war has attracted con¬ 
siderable favorable notice, has made arrange¬ 
ments with Major Pond to deliver a series of 
lectures in this country next winter. Mr. 
Churchill’s mother, Lady Randolph Churchill. 
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the editor of The Anglo-Saxon Review, was 
a daughter of Leonard Jerome of New York, 
so that he is not altogether a stranger in 
America. 

The people of Warsaw, according to the 
London Academy, have decided to signalize 
Henryk Sienkiewicz’s jubilee by a gift to him 
of landed nroperty. A committee has been 
formed to collect subscriptions, and has al¬ 
ready succeeded in raising a large sum, with 
which it is proposed to purchase an estate for 
the author in the province. The celebration 
of his jubilee and the presentation of the 
estate are to take place next November.

Hazlitt has traced step by step the metamor¬ 
phosis of the barren stretch of sand into the 
political centre which for so long led the civ¬ 
ilized world in manufactures, arts and sci¬ 
ences, and which remains perhaps of all cities 
the most fascinating in its architecture. The 
worL is not to be confused with Mr. Carew’s 
earlier “ History of the Venetian Republic,” 
an historical essay published in i860. 

R. H. Russell has in preparation the fol¬ 
lowing five books for young people: “ Moon 
Babies,” verges about Chinese children, by 
G. Orr Clarke, charmingly illustrated in color 
and in black and white by Helen Hyde; “The 
Little Boy Book,” humorous child verse by 
Helen Hay, daughter of the Secretary of 
State, with full-page illustrations, in color, 
by Frank Verbeck; “In and Out of the Nur¬ 
sery,” verse and songs for children and lovers 
of children, by Eva Eickemeyer Rowland, 
profusely illustrated from life by a series of 
remarkable pictures by Rudolf Eickemeyer, 
Jr.; “ Nanny,” drawings in color for children, 
by T. E. Butler; and “Beasts and Birds,” a 
picture book for children, by Frank Verbeck, 
with verses by Helen Hay. 

The bright career which promised for the 
young artist, Emery Leverett Williams, was 
cut short by death in North Dakota some 
months ago. R. H. Russell, who appreci¬ 
ated his genius and gave him much encour¬ 
agement in his work among the Indians, will 
publish this fall, a book of Mr. Williams’ 


drawings of the different Indian tribes, enti¬ 
tled “An Alphabet of Indians,” showing the 
warriors, chiefs, and squaws at their favorite 
amusements and pursuits. The descriptive 
text is written by Mrs. Williams in a naive, 
straightforward manner, that will attract the 
reader and hold his interest. Mrs. Williams 
accompanied her husband to the West and 
lived with him in the very heart of the In¬ 
dian country—and they were adopted and 
truly loved by the different tribes they came 
to know. 

Laird & Lee will strengthen their juvenile 
line this season by adding three volumes of 
more than ordinary merit. The first one is 
entitled “ Baby Goose: His Adventures,” a 
book of original verse and pictures, the text 
being by Fannie E. Ostrander and the illus¬ 
trations by R. W. Hircbert. The second is 
called “A Fairy Night’s Dream, or, the Horn 
of Oberon,” by Katharine Elise Chapman, 
with eleven full-page half-tone illustrations 
by Gwynne Price. A large royal quarto, 
printed on fine paper, with frontispiece and 
cover in four colors. The story is delight¬ 
fully winsome and pure, with many touches 
of delicate humor. It is adapted for young 
and old alike, although it must rank among 
high grade juveniles. The third book is by 
Annie G. Brown, and is entitled “ Fireside 
Battles,” with thirty-one illustrations by Jos¬ 
eph C. Levendecker. The cover is in five 
colors and gold. 

A. C. McClurg & Co., Chicago, will short¬ 
ly publish in The Young Kentuckian Series , 
a volume entitled “ Battling for Atlanta,” by 
Byron A. Dunn. The first tale in this series 
opened with a vivid picture of the discordant 
conditions that prevailed in Kentucky in 
i860-1, and ended with the capture of Fort 
Donelson. The second volume carried on 
the story of the young hero from the siege 
of Corinth, through the battles of Stone 
River, Perryville, and Chickamauga, to the 
storming of Lookout and Missionary Ridge. 
The third volume, referred to above, gives 
details of the continuous and strenuous strug¬ 
gle, constant marching and fighting by which 
General Sherman won the important city of 
Atlanta. The strategic movements of the ar¬ 
mies, the constant skirmishing, the desperate 
battles, and the characteristics of the troops 
and of the prominent generals are portrayed 
with absolute fidelitv to truth.

FOREIGN NOTES. 

An English translation of Louise Michel's 
(the famous Communist) autobiography, in 
two volumes, is announced in England. 

Admiral Frederick A. Maxse, well known 
in England as a writer on naval and political 
subjects, who died a few weeks ago, was sup¬ 
posed to the the original of Beauchamp in 
George Meredith’s novel, “ Beauchamp’s 
Career.” 

It has been decided to establish at May- 
ence a permanent Gutenberg Museum as the 
outcome of the five hundreth anniversary of 
the birth of printing. In addition to this an 
International Gutenberg Society is projected. 
The Grand Ducal Government of Hesse- 
Darmstadt at Mayence has already done 
much toward making the establishment of the 
Gutenberg Museum a certainty. 

Wells Gardner, Darton & Co., London, 
will publish in the fall, a story for boys by 
Charles Neufeld, author of “A Prisoner of 
the Khaleefa.” The story will be entitled 
“Under the Rebel’s Reign, a story of Egyp¬ 
tian revolt.” The adventures do not follow 
clos’ely M^. Neufeld’s own career, although 
several of the incidents that befall the hero 
and others are founded on personal experi¬ 
ence. 

The Clarendon Press has just published 
a work of importance to those who are in¬ 
terested in the art and history of printing, 
entitled “ Notes on a Century of Typography 
at the University Press, Oxford, 1693-1794,” 
with annotations and appendixes by Horace 
Hart, printer .to the University. Only one 
hundred and fifty copies have been issued. 
The book, is a large square quarto, and dis¬ 
plays all the various types which, between the 
above dates, were in use at Oxford, and of 


which specimen imprints were issued to au¬ 
thors in order that thev might select the type 
in which their works were tp be printed. 

Sampson Low, Marston & Co. will publish 
by arrangement with the London Times, ' The 
Times History of the War in South Africa, 
1899-1900.” This history will be the joint 
production of several of the special corre¬ 
spondents of The Times in South Africa, and 
of many eminent specialists, the whole ed¬ 
ited by L. S. Amery Fellow of All Souls, 
Oxford. While, therefore, it will possess all 
the advantages of containing the reports of 
eye-witnesses of the events which it narrates, 
it will be no mere compilation of the hurried 
and sometimes unavoidably inaccurate judg¬ 
ments of the newspaper correspondent, but 
will be a consecutive history written from the 
standpoint of an impartial historian. The 
work is expected to form five royal octavo 
volumes each of about 300 pages. It will be 
fully illustrated with photogravure and other 
portraits of the prominent military and civil 
personages connected with the war, also with 
the latest plans and battle maps, and a spe¬ 
cially prepared general map of South Africa. 

Archibald Constable & Co. announce that 
they have in preparation the Victoria History 
of the Counties of England a series of no 
.fewer than 160 volumes of large imperial oc¬ 
tavo. An advisory council of the highest 
authority will preside over its conduct and 
superintend its preparation.

Two auxiliary com¬ 
mittees composed of recognized experts will 
advise, the one on the architectural history of 
each county, which will be largely illustrated 
not merely by views of buildings of histori¬ 
cal or artistic interest, but by a series of col¬ 
ored ground plans showing the architectural 
history of castles, cathedrals, abbeys, and 
other monastic foundations; the other on the 
searching of records. The history of each 
county will be superintended by a committee 
of representatives of the noble, landed, eccle¬ 
siastical, municipal and studious classes in the 
county, with the Lord Lieutenant as chair¬ 
man. An executive sub-committee will be 
nominated by the general committee and 
drawn from those who are specially inter¬ 
ested in or actually working at some definite 
line of local research, including officials and 
members of local antiquarian, archaeological, 
or natural history societies. Each county will 
have its own general editor, with a staff of 
special sub-editors in charge of the various 
sections, and the general editor will be the 
medium of communication between the vol¬ 
unteer county workers and the several sub¬ 
editors of sections. H. Arthur Doubleday 
is the general editor of the whole series.
